mS'lOklCAL 

The  tirst  decade  of  ilic  ;>o\  entccnth  century  was  made  forever 
memoralile.  to  Americans,  liy  llie  arrival  on  mir  Fia>terii  coast  "t  the 
company  of  adventurers  and  colonists  of  wlioin  Captain  Julin 
Smith  was  tlic  cliief  historical  character. 

It  is  not  pertinent  to  the  present  recital  to  reci'inu  their  well- 
known  history,  or  that  of  tliose  who  sultse(|iiently  reinforced  them. 

One  amon;4  those  later  "come-ons"'  must  he  accorded  mention, 
however,  since  he  liore  the  couiiomen  ""rhomas  Phelps."  he  heini; 
the  first  of  that  name  in  .\merica:  landiniL;  at  Jamestown.  \  a.. 
Septcmher    10.    KOX. 

The  second  decide  of  that  century  was  e(|uaUy  nmcd.  iiecauj-e  "f 
the  arrival  of  the  Miiyllnu'i-r  and  her  l>aiid  ..f  I'untans;  and  their 
•record  is  no  less   familiar  to  us  all. 

The  third  decade— liesides  Ouakers  and  Uaptists— hrout^ht  I'nr 
immediate  Kt^'it-'^i^chs.  who  .are  of  lireater  personal  interest  to  iheir 
descendants  of  the  present  jieiieration. 

Sailing  from  Plymoutii.  h'.n-lan.l.  March  20.  l()3(l  the  .cood  ship 
Mary  and  John  (S<|Uel>.  Master)  ca>t  anclior  at  Xantasket  (now 
Hull),  the  30{h  i>f  May.  Amony  her  i)asseni;ers  was  Willian) 
Phelps,  havini;  a  wife  and  ^■ix  children:  aiso  his  yountrer  i)rother. 
George,  then  a.hout  twenty-f'ur  years  of  aue.  Ihey  settled  at  Dor- 
chester, now  p.art  nf  liostoti.  Mass.  and  were  .inioni;  its  most  in- 
fluential   residents. 

Constant  immigration  caused  extended  e.\plorati<in.  and  new- 
comers soutrht  homes  farther  inl.nnd :  each  year  the  nuist  venture- 
some developed  new  sites  for  settlement. 

The  wife  of  William  died,  leaving  hou.sehold  cares  to  a  girl  nt 
twelve;  Mary  Dover,  of  the  same  ship's  company,  became  his  second 
wife.     George,  too.  married  one  of  their  feWow  i)assengers. 

In  1635  a  ■scouting  i)arty  rei>orted  the  finding  of  :i  fertile  \  alley 
and  a  great  river  far  to  the  we^t.  and  their  glowing-  recital  created 
great  excitement. 

The  Phelps  brothers,  and  some  sixty  nf  their  neiiihhors.  were 
soon  on  the  trail  to  secure  the  new  location  before  winter  set  in  : 
thus  becoming  tiie  tirst  settlers  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut.  an«r 
founders  of   Windsor.   Conn. 

William  became  the  tirst  magistrate  nf  the  new  colony,  and 
George  was  no  less  prominent  in  i)ublic  affairs, 

.A  family  of  robust  young  men  growing  up  around  ("»eorge.  in 
1670.  led  !iim  again  to  "go  west."  and  he  tiien  I)ecame  the  chief 
settler  in  the  town  of  W'estlield.   Mass. 

There  \isi'ing  strangers  are  shown  the  great  boulder  which  marks 
the  final  resting  place  jf  one  uf  the  earliest  of  ocr  American 
ancestors.

The  untimely  death  of  both  parents  left  five  younp  children  to  be 
cared  for  by  their  father's  eble^t  sister,  and  the  Court  adjudi^ed 
her  fairly  entitled  to  share  in  the  division  of  the  estate,  since  by 
her  care  and  devotion  they  had  been  reared,  and  well  settled.

The  vital  records  of  the  period,  from  1740  to  hSOO.  were  jyreatlv 
neglected,  owin.c;  to  an  almost  Cf)nstant  state  of  war.  anrl  extensive 
migration  after  the  Revohition.  Xo  record  of  the  death  of  Paul 
Phelps,  or  of  his  wife  Theodosia  has  heen  found.  It  has  heen 
stated  that  Sinieon.  the  eldest  stm.  after  his  marriaye.  settled  first 
at  Tinmouth.  \'t..  .!?oing  thence  to  Penn  Line.  Pa.,  where  supjxisedly 
they    passed    away. 

The  name  of  Solomon  Pheips.  second  son  of  Theodosia  (Root) 
Phelps,  appears  f)n  the  W'esttield  record  as  "Salmon,"  an  error 
imdouhtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  minor  ot'ticials.  and  sometimes 
preachers,  were  inaccurate  in  writiny.  spellint;  and  i)ri>inmciatii>n 
The  sfenerai  use  of  hililical  names,  and  tile  custom  of  the  times 
of  adhering  to  those  home  liy  their  elders  in  the  f.imily.  indic.ites 
clearly  that  he  was  giverr  the  name  ot'  his  maternal  grandfather.

Mrs.  Clarissa  Phelps  was  the  latest  born  of  three  generations  (of 
ten  children  each),  the  averaiie  of  whose  atjes  at  death  w-as  sixty- 
eight  years.  She  was  a  ihorouuhly  capable  executive  in  all  the 
domestic  arts  of  her  time,  and  retained  her  faculties,  with  but  sliyht 
impairment,  to  the  end  of  her  lonir  and  u.-^eful  life:  havinir  resided 
for  sixty  years  in  the  house  built  bv  her  husb.ind  on  their  W'yben 
farm.  She  was  the  daugiiter  of  Xathan  and  Sarah  ( I'rceman ) 
Allyn.

Ultimate  victory  awaited   its  day  i>t   dawnini: — at   \  orktown. 

Raini)ow-ci>liired  krr.  cs  were  maiitlinu  the  hill-ides  of  Xew  Rnu- 
land.  and  only  the  emuilient  hreezt?  from  southern  seas  averted 
the  descent  upon  lur  fruitful  vales  '>f  the  bliijhtinii.  Rlistenint;  hosts 
i)f  the  I-Vost  Kins,  when  the  shades  of  ni.fjht  enveloped  the  road- 
stead between  Croton  '■•Mi-the-hank"  and  Xew  London,  on  the  lifth 
of   Septend)er,    l~i<l. 

On  either  hand  a  low  earlhwnrk.  occupie>l  hy  a  scant  battalion 
of  illy  armed,  hnmespnn-ciad  f'lrniers.  constituted  the  entire  mean.-, 
of  resistance  to  a  determineil  foe.  the  while  a  heavy-eyed  sentinel, 
wearily  pacing'  to  an>i  fro.  K)nf:;ed  for  return  of  day.  unapprised  of 
its  dire  portent. 

Favored  by  darkness  and  a  h't.dit.  languorous  nightwind  a  nonde- 
script and  numerous  tleet  had  silently  floated  into  the  harbor — 
deeply  laden  with  men  and  nmnitions. 

In  the  faintly  yellovvins;  light  of  the  early  mf>rn  the  lone  watcher 
on  the  eastern  height  descried  the  motley  menacing  armada,  and 
speedily  communicated  its  alarming  presence  to  his  commander.
